From the time at which the permanence of the English 
Record became assured, officers of the NYSEC and members 
of the editorial staff have asserted the desirability of indexing 
the contents of its volumes. The project has been delayed by 
the pressures of unavoidable editorial duties, by consideration 
of spatial limitations, and perhaps by aspiration to provide an 
impracticably elaborate sequence of indices. With the passage 
of each year both the task and its attendant difficulties mounted 
in magnitude. 

Now, as the Record goes into quarterly publication, it has 
seemed to the editor appropriate to reduce the task to workable 
proportion and then simply to accomplish it. The author-title 
index of the first twelve volumes follows. It includes everything 
appearing in those volumes, with the exception of untitled 
initialed editorial comment, which, as an element of each issue, 
seemingly could be taken for granted. Certain complexities in 
the statement of author credit inherent in the report of panels 
and demonstrations have been arbitrarily resolved by regarding 
all participants as having author status. 

In each index item, the Roman numeral indicates the volume 
(despite the fact that the covers of recent volumes have used 
Arabic numerals for this purpose); the first Arabic numeral 
indicates the issue within the volume; subsequent Arabic num- 
erals indicate page numbers within the issue. 

In the future, the first issue of each volume will index the 
contents of the precedent volume.
